PREFACE. 


THE  National  Census  is  invariably  taken  by  num- 
bering the  people  when  they  are  most  at  rest ;  it 
is  accordingly  a  record  of  those  who  sleej>  in  any 
particular  place  on  the  night  of  the  Census.  It  cannot 
be  fairly  charged  against  the  Authorities  who  superintend 
the  taking  of  that  Census  that  they  adhere  to  a  system 
which  is  incontestably  best  suited  to  the  general  object 
which  they  have  in  ^^ew. 

But,  it  may  be  asked,  are  there  not  particular  localities 
in  which  an  adherence  to  this  practice  tends  to  very 
misleading  results  ?  That  this  is  so  is  undeniable,  and 
the  City  of  London  furnishes  the  strongest  illustration 
of  the  truth  of  the  statement.  In  other  incorporated 
Cities  and  Towns  the  central  business  population  and 
the  outlpng  residential  population  are  included  in  one 
enumeration ;  whereas,  in  London,  the  business  population 
of  the  City  is,  by  the  existing  system,  altogether  ignored 
as  though  it  had  no  existence,  because  those  of  w^hom  it 
is  composed   sleep  almost  entirely  away   from   the    City. 

This  disadvantage  under  which  the  City  labours 
was  fully  admitted  by  Dr.  Farr,  Superintendent  of 
Statistics  in  the  Registration  Department  in  1866, 
in  evidence  which   he   gave    before   a   Select   Committee 
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of  the  House  of  Commons  (I'ide  Motto  on  title 
pace),  and  the  Corporation  entertained  hopes  that  in 
subsequent  national  enumerations  the  peculiar  position  of 
the  City  of  London  would  have  been  met  by  some  modifi- 
cation of  the  method  adopted,  or  at  least  by  an  attempt  to 
supplement  the  ordinary  Census  in  the  City  by  special 
inquiries.  The  Corporation,  therefore,  through  their 
officers,  made  application  to  the  Registrar-General,  and 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
during  the  Session  of  1880,  to  include  in  the  Census 
Bill  powers  to  take  a  subsidiary  Day-Census  of  the 
City  of  London  ;  and  it  is  fair  to  those  gentlemen  to 
state  that  they  fully  concurred  in  the  desirability  of 
such  a  supplemental  census  being  taken ;  but  they 
urged  that  so  many  suggestions — political,  social,  sani- 
tary, and  religious — were  pressed  upon  the  Government 
that  the  only  course  consistent  with  passing  the  Bill 
was   to   turn   a   deaf  ear   to   all   new   suggestions. 

All  that  can  be  fairly  charged  against  the  Census 
Authorities  is,  that  they  have  tabulated  the  fallacious 
results  of  the  Census  as  taken  in  the  City  with  the 
more  correct  results  of  other  districts  of  the  Metropolis 
and  elsewhere,  and  have  thus  given  occasion  to  unin- 
formed, unreflecting,  or  designing  men  to  degrade  the 
City    of    London    as  it   regards   its  relative    position   as 
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one  of  the  districts  of  the  MetropoHs.  Hence  the  necessity 
for  the  Day-Census  whicli  has  been  taken  by  the 
Corporation,  as  narrated,  with  its  results,  in  the  following 
pages. 

This  edition  of  the  lleport  presented  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Council  is  published  by  the  Local  Government 
and  Taxation  Committee  of  the  Corporation,  who  have 
added  a  Map  of  the  City  and  Liberties,  showing  the  various 
inlets  to  the  City  at  which  the  enumeration  of  the 
Passenger  and  Vehicular  traffic  was  taken  ;  they  have 
also  added  an  interesting  statement  respecting  a  Census 
of  the  City  tak«n  in  a.d.  1631  (see  Schedule  C).

TAXATION    COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Commons  of  the  City  of  London,  in  Commmi  Council 
assembled. 

"TXT'E  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  of  your  Local 
Government  and  Taxation  Committee,  to  whom  on 
the  seventeenth  day  of  March,  1881,  it  was  referred  to 
carry  into  execution  our  Report  recommending  that  a  Day- 
Census  in  the  City  of  London  he  taken  at  an  expense 
not  exceeding  1,200^.,  do  cektify,  that  having  given  the 
subject  of  the  Reference  our  best  consideration,  and  having 
referred  to  our  proceedings  on  a  similar  Reference  from 
your  Honourable  Court  in  the  year  1866,  we  resolved  to 
refer  the  matter  to  our  Chairman,  William  Lawley,  Esq., 
and  Benjamin  Scott,  Esq.,  the  Chamberlain,  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  under  the  directions  of  your  Committee. 

Those  gentlemen  reported  to  us  provisionally  on  the 
15th  of  July  last,  but  as  the  work  of  examination  of  the 
returns  then  obtained  had  not  been  completed,  we  did  not 
deem  it  expedient  to  make  any  Report  to  your  Honourable 
Court  thereon. 

On  the  24th  November  last  they  made  to  your  Committee 
a  full,  final,  and  exhaustive  Report  on  the  subject,  which 
we  received   and   submit  herewith  for  the  information  of 
.  your  Honourable  Court.    (  Vide  Appendix.) 

That  Report  contains  detailed  statements  of  the  means 
adopted  for  taking  the  Day-Census,  and  for  ascertaining 
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the  street  traffic,  both  pedestrian  and  vehicnlar,  and  fur- 
nishes tables  showing  the  results  of  the  enumerations. 

The  Report  further  aifords  some  valuable  comparisons 
between  the  results  of  the  Imperial  enumeration  and  the 
City's  Census,  the  former  showing  the  population  of  the 
City  during  the  niglit^  and  the  latter  giving  the  numbers 
actively  employed  in  the  City  during  the  day. 

It  affords  also  interesting  information,  gathered  from  the 
Preliminary  Rejjort  of  the  Registration  Authorities  and 
elsewhere,  by  means  of  which  the  City  is  compared,  as  it 
regards  population,  number  of  houses,  rateable  value,  and 
fiscal  capacity,  with  other  Incorporated  Cities  and  Towns  ; 
also  with  other  Counties  in  England  and  Wales  ;  with  the 
Parliamentary  Boroughs  of  the  Metropolis  ;  and  with  the 
Parishes  and  Districts  which  send  representatives  to  the 
Metropolitan  Board  of  Works,  respectively. 

There  is  also  appended  to  the  said  Report  an  Analytical 
Classification  of  the  Trades,  Employments,  and  Professions 
of  persons  engaged  in  business  or  otherwise  within  the 
City  and  Liberties.  This  classification  is  made  under 
111  heads  and  1,399  subordinate  heads,  and  comprises 
57,503  persons,  all  of  whom  are  employers  of  labour. 
This  branch  of  the  work  was  specially  undertaken  by 
Mr.  Chamberlain. 

It  is  gratifying  to  us  to  bo  able  to  report  that  we 
received  in  all  quarters,  with  a  few  insignificant  exceptions, 
most  kindly  co-operation  in  the  Avork,  its  ob%aous  necessity 
being  ail  but  universally  recognized. 
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We  refer  your  Honourable  Coui't  to  the  follo^ving  brief 
statement  of  results  of  the  several  enumerations,  as  con- 
tained in  the  above-mentioned  Report : —

The  passenger  and  vehicular  traffic  was  taken  at  sixty- 
separate  inlets  of  the  City,  and  your  Committee  has  the 
detail  of  this  traffic  for  every  inlet  and  for  every  hour  of 
the  day,  should  it  he  required  for  future  use.

It  stands  sixth  of  198  Incorporated  Cities  and  Tcwns  of 
England  and  Wales,  returning  Members  to  Parliament,  in 
point  0^  population.

It  stands  /zrs<  of  them  all  in  rateable  value.  (Appendix, 
p.  81.) 

Testing  its  fiscal  position^  the  City  stands  first  of  all  the 
Parliamentary  Boroughs  of  the  Metropolis,  as  regards  the 
amount  of  its  assessment  under  the  commercial  and  trading 
Schedule  D  of  the  Income  Tax.     (Appendix,  p.  83.) 

It  stands,  by  a  very  large  ixmovioi,  first  of  the  198  Incor- 
porated Cities  and  Towns  as  it  regards  the  said  assessment. 
Indeed  the  amount  charged  in  the  City  is  larger  than  the  ag- 
gregated amount  charged  on  the  seventeen  next  largest  Cities 
and  Towns  in  England  and  Wales.     (Appendix,  pp.  84,  85.) 
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Some  interesting  comparisons  are  also  made  in  the 
Report  annexed  between  the  results  of  the  Imperial  Census 
of  1861,  of  1871,  and  of  our  enumeration  in  1881,  as  it 
regards  the  emjyloyments  of  the  inhabitants — particularly 
in  reference  to  bankers,  merchants,  brokers,  and  professional 
men  within  the  City.     (Appendix,  pp.  86-88.) 

The  foregoing  facts  and  others  recorded  in  the  Report 
hereto  annexed,  justify  more  strongly  than  ever  the 
following  observations  contained  in  the  Report  of  your 
Committee  on  the  occasion  of  the  taking  of  the  Day- 
Census  in  1866  : — 

"  The  Imperial  Census  taken  decennially  under  the 
authority  of  Parliament  affords  no  indication  Avhatever  of 
the  actual  population  of  the  City ;  and  every  recurring 
Census  only  leads  further  astray  in  this  respect.  That 
Census  is  gathered  for  the  sake  of  convenience  while  the 
poj^ulation  is  sleeping^  and  affords  in  almost  every  other 
district  a  fair  indication  of  the  actual  number  of  the 
inhabitants;  but  owing  to  the  peculiar  and  exceptional 
nature  of  the  City  population,  and  the  circumstances  of 
those  who  there  carry  on  their  l)u<iii('ss,  it  so  happens  that 
the  Census  taken  by  the  Imperial  Government  omits  from 
enumeration  in  the  City  the  very  class  of  persons  whose 
trade,  wealth,  and  enterprise  make  the  City  what  in  fact  it 
is — the  greatest,  most  crowded,  and  wealthiest  commercial 
emporium  to  be  found  in  the  world. 

"  In  takiufT  a  Census,  to  ignore  the  mill-owners  and 
spinners  of  Manchester,  or  to  omit  the  coal-owners, 
workers,  and  shippers  of  Northumberland  ;  or  to  gather 
the  Census  of  Belgravia  and  West  London  in  the  autumn, 
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when  aristocracy  is  out  of  town,  would  not  so  grossly  mis- 
represent facts,  as  to  eliminate  the  banking,  mercantile, 
and  commercial  element  from  the  enumeration  of  the  City 
of  London,  by  taking  its  Census  in  the  night." 

Our  Chairman,  W.  Lawley,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  Chamberlain, 
have  made  to  your  Committee  a  separate  Report  on  the 
expenses  incurred  in  taking  the  Census,  which  has  been 
effected  at  the  sum  voted  for  the  purpose  by  your  Honour- 
able Court. 

It  is  pointed  out  in  their  Report  how  the  assessment  of 
the  inhabited  house  duty  affects  prejudicially  the  City  of 
London  and  similar  business  centres  in  the  Metropolis 
and  elsewhere,  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  we  should  be 
authorized  to  communicate  with  Mr.  Gladstone,  as 
Chancellor  of  Exchequer,  thereon,  with  a  view  to  an 
amendment  of  the  law  in  this  respect. 

We  are  of  opinion  and  recommend  that  we  should  be 
authorized  to  print  the  Report  now  presented  in  a  more 
popular  and  portable  form,  and  to  circulate  the  same  as 
we  may  deem  expedient. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  our  Report  without  expressing 
to  your  Honourable  Court  our  high  sense  of  obligation  to 
our  Chairman,  Mr.  Lawley,  and  to  Mr.  Chamberlain,  for 
the  intelligence,  time,  and  labour  which  they  have  devoted 
to  the  ^work  with  which  we  entrusted  them. 

Your  Committee  woidd  also  add  that  it  is  with  extreme 
regret  that  we  hear  from  Mr.  Lawley,  our  Chairman,  that 
it  is  his  intention  to  withdraw  himself  from  the  service  of 
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the  Corporation  at  the  forthcoming  election  of  Members  of 
your  Honourable  Court.  We  avail  ourselves  of  this 
opportunity  of  recording  our  high  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  his  services  while  presiding  for  a  long  period  over 
your  Committee. 

All  which  we  submit  to  the  judgment  of  your  Honour- 
able Court.

REPORT  of  WILLIAM  LAWLET,  Espire,  Chairman  of  the 
Local  Government  and  Taxation  Committee,  and  BENJAMIN 
SCOTT,  Esquire,  Chamberlain  of  the  City  of  London. 


To  the  Worshipful  the  Local  Government  and  Taxation 
Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

Your  Resolution  of  the  21st  March,  1881,  under  the 
order  of  the  Court  of  Common  Council  of  the  17th  March, 
1881,  directed  us  "  to  take  the  necessary  steps,  in 
accordance  ^\dth  the  said  order,  for  the  taking  of  a  Day- 
Census  of  the  City  of  London." 

In  accordance  with  vour  instructions  we  oave  our 
attention  in  the  first  place  to  the  consideration  of  the 
modtis  operandi  by  which  the  proposed  Census  could  be 
best  carried  out  ;  (2)  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  its 
conduct  and  supervision  should  be  entrusted  ;  (3)  the  time 
or  times  at  which  the  enumeration  should  take  place  ;  and 
(4)  the  scope  and  extent  of  the  information  which  should 
be  obtained.  We  propose  to  treat  of  these  several  points 
in  their  order. 

The  Modus  Operandi. 

Upon  reflection  we  determined  that  it  would  be  necessary 
to  avail  ourselves  of  the  municipal  organization  of  the  City, 
as  on  the  occasion  of  the  Day- Census  taken  in  the  year 
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1866.  The  Imperial  Census  is  taken  in  the  parochial 
divisions  of  the  City,  arranged  as  registration  districts  under 
the  Registrar-General,  but  as  the  Corporation  and  the 
Ward  Authorities  have  no  control  over  these  districts,  and 
no  officers  in  connection  therewith,  and  as  your  Committee 
possesses  no  compulsory  powers  in  this  matter,  but  must 
depend  upon  the  good-will  and  co-operation  of  the 
municipal  authorities,  we  felt  that  there  was  no  course  open 
to  us  but  to  make  the  enumeration  ward  by  ward,  and  by 
the  aid,  so  far  as  it  could  be  obtained,  of  the  ward  clerks, 
and  through  them  of  the  ward  beadles  and  rate  collectors 
throughout  the  City. 

We  succeeded,  with  some  exceptions,  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  the  ward  clerks  accordingly,  and  we  have  the 
satisfaction  of  reporting  that  so  much  good-will  was  shown, 
and  ready  co-oporation  rendered  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
City,  that  out  of  more  than  25,000  separate  enumerations, 
including  over  57,000  individual  householders,  traders,  or 
emploA'ers,  there  were  only  twelve  persons  who  declined  to 
afford  the  information  required — a  striking  illustration  of 
the  general  approval  on  tlie  part  of  the  citizens  of  the  step 
taken  by  their  representatives  to  correct  the  extremely 
fallacious  results  of  the  Imperial  Census  as  it  is  now- 
gathered. 

In  tlie  exceptional  cases  in  which  the  ward  clerks 
declined  to  act,  well  qualified  persons  were  appointed  with 
our  concurrence  to  superintend  the  ward  examinations  ; 
and  with  reference  to  the  insi<inificant  number  of  cases 
of  refusal  to  afford  the  information  required  we  supplied 
an  average  figure  in  each  case. 
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Personal  Conduct  and  Supervision. 

It  Avas  obvious  that  a  work  of  this  magnitude  must  be 
organized  and  supervised  by  one  responsible  head.  After 
looking  into  the  records  of  the  former  enumeration,  which 
are  lodged  in  the  Chamber,  and  giving  the  subject  the 
fullest  consideration,  we  applied  to  Mr.  George  Ledger, 
who  acted  in  a  similar  capacity  in  the  year  1866,  to 
ascertain  whether,  and  on  what  terms,  he  would  undertake 
the  organization  and  supervision  of  the  whole  work.  He, 
however,  felt  that  increasing  years  incapacitated  him  from 
accepting  either  the  labour  or  responsibility,  but  he  offered 
to  place  at  our  disposal  the  papers  in  his  possession  relating 
to  the  former  Census,  and  he  recommended  to  us 
Mr.  H.  B.  Taylor,  who  had  succeeded  him  as  an  election 
and  canvassing  agent  in  the  City,  and  who  could  make 
available  for  the  work  his  staff  of  clerks  and  the  information 
in  his  possession.  We  applied,  thei'efore,  to  Mr.  Taylor, 
and  we  subsequently  entered  into  a  formal  engagement 
with  him  for  the  organization,  oversight,  and  completion 
of  the  whole  work,  and  for  the  payment  of  all  expenses 
for  ward  clerks,  or  other  ward  superintendents,  enumerators, 
office  clerks,  messengers,  books,  printing,  stationery,  cab- 
hire,  and  every  expense,  at  a  sum  within  the  amount  voted 
by  the  Court  for  such  expenses. 

The  Dates  of  the  Census-Taking  and  Enumeration 
OF  Street  Traffic. 

It  became  ob^-ious  on  consideration  that  a  Census  taken 
without  parliamentary  powers,  and  which  was  therefore 
voluntary  in  its  nature,  could  not  be  gathered  in  one  day 
without  a  very  large  subdivision  of  the  City,  a  large  army 
of  enumerators,  and  a  considerable  consequent  expense. 
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We  were  precluded  by  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Imperial 
Census  Authorities  from  taking  a  Census  simultaneous 
with  their  own,  which  took  place  on  the  night  of  Sunday, 
the  3rd-4th  April  last.  We  did  not  consider  it  desirable 
to  act  until  the  forms  left  from  house  to  house  in  connection 
with  that  enumeration  had  been  finally  gathered  in  ;  this 
brought  us  to  Passion  and  Easter  weeks  when  the 
population  of  the  City,  as  elsewhere,  tidces  holiday,  and  we 
ultimately  decided  to  effect  the  enumeration  on  Monday, 
the  25th  April,  allowing  to  the  enumerators  that  day  and 
the  four  following  days — from  the  26th  to  the  29th  April — 
to  gather  in  the  forms  which  had  been  left  from  house  to 
house,  office  to  office,  and  chamber  to  chamber,  throughout 
the  City  and  its  Liberties. 

The  returns  of  the  house-to-house  enumeration  when 
gathered  in  had  to  be  systematized,  entered  in  books, 
checked  and  cast,  which  imposed  so  much  work  on  the 
ward  enumerators  as  well  as  on  Mr.  Taylor  and  his  staff, 
that  it  was  found  desirable  to  defer  for  a  short  time  the 
enumeration  of  persons  and  vehicles  entering  or  frequenting 
the  City  daily.  This  work  was  begun  on  the  25th  and 
concluded  on  the  31st  of  May  last. 

Scope,  Extent,  and  Mannek  of  the  House-to-House 
Enumekation. 

Looking  to  the  fact  that  the  Census  of  1866  was  a 
tentiitive  experiment,  it  was  thought  at  that  time  desirable 
to  limit  the  information  sought  of  the  inhabitants  to  one 
point  only — the  number  of  persons  engaged,  occiipied,  or 
employed  in  business,  without  reference  to  the  age  or  sex 
of  the  persons  enumerated.  Considering,  however,  the 
very  ready  acquiescence   of  the   citizens  in  that  inquiry, 
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which  enabled  your  Committee  to  report  that  you  had 
*' received  in  all  quarters  the  most  kindly  co-operation,"* 
we  determined  to  advance  upon  the  Census  then  taken,  and 
to  ask,  not  only  for  the  numbers,  but  the  sex  of  the  adults 
enumerated,  and  also  the  number  of  children  of  both  sexes 
under  the  age  of  jBfteen  years.  This  additional  information 
was  cheerfully  rendered,  and  we  are  thus  enabled  to  make 
some  comparisons  with  the  Imperial  Census  which  were 
impracticable  on  the  former  occasion. 

The  manner  in  which  the  enumeration  was  conducted 

was  as  follows  : 

The  superintending  enumerator  prepared  ward  lists,  by 
the  aid  of  the  Police  Rate  books  in  each  ward  of  the  rate 
then  recently  made,  corrected  or  supplemented  where 
necessary  by  information  in  his  possession. 

Printed  slips  were  then  settled  by  us,  in  consultation 
with  him,  to  be  left  with  every  occupier  of  a  house  or  other 
tenement  included  in  the  lists  which  had  been  prepared. 
These  slips  were  bound  in  books  with  a  cheque  margin 
and  counterfoil  for  the  convenience  of  the  local  enume- 
rators, the  name  and  address  of  every  person  with  whom 
a  list  was  left  being  inserted  in  the  margins  of  the  slips 
according  to  Form  I.,  Schedule  A. 

These  slips  were  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  ourselves 
explaining  the  object  of  the  Census  and  appealing,  in  the 
name  of  the  Alderman  and  other  representatives  of  the 
ward,  to  the  friendly  co-operation  of  the  inhabitants.  (See 
Form  II.,  Schedule  A.) 

*  The  Committee  reported  in  1866  "  we  have  pleasure  in  recording  that  we 
have  received  in  all  quarters  the  most  kindly  co-operation,  the  obvious 
necessity  of  the  work  being  recognised  by  all  with  whom  we  came  into 
communication." 

B    2 
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Mr.  Taylor  also  prepared,  with  our  concurrence  and  co- 
operation, a  Letter  of  Instructions  to  the  Ward  Clerks  or 
other  AVard  Enumerators.    (See  Fonn  III.,  Schedule  A.) 

When  the  slips  of  the  house-to-house  enumeration  had 
been  gathered  in,  and  all  missing  slips  had  been  called  for 
and  obtained,  they  were  entered  in  books  which  had  been 
prepared  for  the  purpose,  checked,  and  cast  up.  When 
this  casting  had  taken  place  we  had  each  Ward  enume- 
ration examined  with  the  corresponding  books  of  1866, 
80  that  any  striking  discrepancy  coidd  be  inquired  into. 
We  have  to  report,  however,  that  the  results  of  such 
examination  were  eminently  satisfactory,  showing  that  the 
work  undertaken  in  the  several  Wards  was  generally 
carried  out  with  great  carefulness. 

That  this  was  a  work  of  no  trifling  labour  and  difficulty 
will  be  apparent  when  we  state  that  25,143  forms  were 
issued,  filled  up,  and  returned,  being  3,182  more  than 
were  returned  in  the  Census  of  1866.  The  numbers 
of  enumeration  forms  in  each  ward  in  1866  and  1881 
were  as  follow,  respectively  : —

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We  have  already  stated  that  Ave  advanced  on  the  Day- 
Census  of  1866,  by  asking  for  the  sex  of  the  adults  and 
also  for  the  number  of  children.  In  another  particular  we 
determined  that  it  was  desirable  that  the  Census  of  1881 
should  differ  from  that  of  1866.  The  latter  was  taken  at 
a  period  when  there  was  no  corresponding  Imperial  Census 
of  persons  residing  in  the  City  at  night ;  and  your  Com- 
mittee then  accepted  the  Imperial  Night  Census  of  1861 
as  approximately  representing  the  number  of  persons 
sleeping  in  the  City  in  1866,  and  excluded  them  from 
their  enumeration.  We  determined  that  it  would  be  better 
on  this  occasion,  as  simplifying  the  enumeration,  to  ask  for 
the  total  number  of  persons  residing,  engaged,  occupied, 
or  employed  ;  so  that  the  present  Day-Census,  includes  all 
the  persons — men,  women,  and  children — who  are  residents 
in  the  City  during  any  time  of  the  day.  Comparisons 
with  the  Imperial  Census  will  thus  be  facilitated,  and 
some  of  the  more  glaring  discrepancies  of  the  two  modes 
of  enumerating  will  be  made  apparent. 

We  determined  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  one 
modification  in  the  mode  "of  house-to-house  enumeration, 
to  meet  the  exceptional  cases  of  several  very  large 
establishments  to  be  found  in  the  City,  which  in  our 
estunation  required  exceptional  attention.  Special  enu- 
merators were  therefore  employed  to  visit  and  re] tort  upon 
the  buildings  which  are  mentioned  in  Mr.  Taylor's  letter  of 
instructions. 

Results  of  the  House-to-House  Census. 

Having  completed  the  gathering  of  the  slip  forms,  the 
posting  into  books,  and  the  casting  and  examination  of  the

We  shall  institute  some  comparisons  in  reference  to 
these  figures  in  their  place  further  on  in  this  Report.  We 
may,  however,  state  here  that  the  above  Ward  enumera- 
tions show  considerable  changes  since  1866,  but  that 
individual  Ward  comparison  is  impracticable,  inasmuch  as^ 
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the  bases  of  the  two  enuiuerations  differ  as  wo  have  above 
exphiinod — the  one  excluding  and  the  other  inckiding  the 
night  population,  and  no  Ward  enumeration  of  the  latter 
existing.  There  is  one  conclusion,  however,  at  which  we 
think  we  can  safely  arrive,  and  that  is  that  the  Wards  of 
Aldgate,  Cripplegate  Without,  and  Portsoken,  and  chiefly 
the  latter,  have  materially  diminished  their  populations 
since  1866.  This  will  be  probably  accounted  for  by  the 
clearances  which  have  taken  place  for  railway  purposes  in 
Aldgate  and  Portsoken,  and  for  these  wards  and  Cripple- 
gate  Without  by  the  destruction  of  dilapidated  dwellings 
under  the  Artizans'  and  Labourers'  Dwellings  Acts,  while, 
to  a  great  extent,  the  ground  occupied  by  such  dwellings 
remains  void  and  unoccupied  to  this  day. 

The  other  Wards,  we  estimate,  remain,  as  regards  popu- 
lation, much  as  they  were  in  1866,  or  have  increased  since 
that  period,  particularly  in  the  case  of  Farringdon  Without, 
where  large  vacant  spaces  have  been  covered  with  thriving 
markets  and  where  increased  crowding  of  the  poor  has 
probably  resulted  from  clearances  elsewhere. 

Occupations  m  the  City. 

Having  obtained  some  approximation  to  the  numbers 
and  sexes  of  the  residents  in  the  City,  it  appeared  to  us 
very  desirable  to  ascertain  as  nearly  as  was  possible  under 
the  circumstances,  the  particular  occupations,  trades,  em- 
ployments, and  vocations  of  the  inhabitants. 

We  felt  that  the  simple  statement  that  the  Imperial 
Census  gave  the  population  at  50,526,  while  the  Corporation 
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Day-Census  gave  it  at  261,061,  would  not  of  itself  carry 
conviction  to  all  who  are  unacquainted  with  the  locality. 
It  might  fairly  be  asked,  if  there  are  211,000  inhabitants 
of  the  City  residing  daily  within  its  walls  and  paying  their 
share  of  its  taxes,  but  who  are  excluded  from  the  Imperial 
Census,  who  are  these  persons,  to  what  class  or  classes  do 
they  belong,  and  are  they  important  factors  in  reference  to 
a  national  enumeration  ? 

If  the  Corporation  had  possessed  compulsory  powers 
these  questions  could  have  been  easily  answered,  but  under 
the  circumstances  in  which  we  were  placed,  we  feared  to 
give  our  inquiries  any  inquisitorial  appearance,  and  we 
determined  that  it  would  on  this  occasion  be  indiscreet  to 
extend  the  direct  inquiry  to  be  made  of  the  inhabitants 
beyond  the  limits  which  we  have  already  indicated. 

The  importance,  however,  of  some  attempt  in  this 
direction,  induced  us  to  take  steps  to  obtain  indirectly  the 
number  of  Emi'LOYERS  within  the  City  whom  we  could 
specify  individually,  and  be  thus  in  a  position  to  separate 
them  from  the  members  of  their  families  and  persons 
employed. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  undertook  the  direction  and  oversight 
of  this  part  of  the  inquiry,  pursuing  it  simultaneously  with 
the  other  work  which  had  Ijeen  intrusted  to  Mr.  Taylor, 
and  devoting  to  it  a  consideral)le  portion  of  the  only  time 
available  to  Mr.  Chamberlain  —  that  usually  given  to 
vacation. 

To  obtain  this  object,  the  information  contained  in  Kelly's 
London  Directory  and  Collingridge's  City  Directory  was 
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made  available  ;  this  was  supplemented  where  necessary 
and  as  far  as  possible  by  information  obtained  incidentally 
in  taking  the  house-to-house  enumeration.  The  principal 
difficulty  encountered  was  not  in  obtaining  the  nature  of 
the  trade,  profession,  or  occupation,  which  all  Avere  willing 
to  make  public,  but  in  obtaining  precise  information  as  to 
the  number  of  partners  in  each  firm.  These  might  range 
from  two  to  eight,  for  above  that  number  a  Hmited  liability 
company  would  be  formed. 

In  1866,  when  pursuing  an  inquiry  of  this  nature,  it  was 
found  that  taking  a  certain  number  of  firms,  the  number  of 
whose  partners  were  ascertainable,  two-and-a-half  persons 
represented  as  nearly  as  possible  the  average  number  of 
partners  in  concerns  carried  on  by  more  than  one  person. 
We  therefore  accepted  this  figure  as  our  average  of  com- 
putation in  all  cases  in  which  the  actual  number  of  partners 
could  not  be  ascertained,  and  we  included  in  this  rule  all 
the  public  joint  stock  and  other  companies — banking,  in- 
surance, and  otherwise — treating  them  as  partnerships  of 
two-and-a-half  persons  each. 

In  this  way  an  Analytical  Classification  of  Trades, 
Professions,  and  Employments  was  compiled,  divided 
into  111  general  heads,  1,399  sub-divisions  of  trades,  (fcc, 
and  comprising  57,503  individuals. 

The  following  list  gives  the  heads  and  sub-divisions  of 
trades,  professions,  and  employments  ;  also  the  number  of 
individual  mercantile,  trading,  professional,  and  other 
Employers  in  each  sub-division.  {For  the  detail  see 
Schedule  B  hereto  appended,  pp.  99-128.)

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A  olance  at  the  detailed  list  in  Schedule  B  will  show  the 
immense  variety  of  mercantile,  commercial,  trading,  and 
professional  interests  represented.  The  importance  of  the 
work  on  which  your  Committee  is  engaged  will  be  strikingly 
apparent  when  it  is  stilted,  as  it  may  be  without  fear  of 
contradiction,  that  almost  every  individual  in  this  list  of 
employers  of  labour  is  excluded  from  the  50,526  persons 
who  are  returned  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  on  the 
night  of  the  taking  of  the  Imperial  Census  ;  of  this, 
however,  more  hereafter. 

Having  ascertained  approximately  that  the  number  of 
emploi/ers  in  the  City — including  mercantile,  commercial, 
trading,  and  professional  men — amount  to  57,503  persons, 
we,  by  deducting  this  figure  from  the  total,  viz.,  261,061, 
obtain  approximately  the  number  of  their  families  and 
employees,  viz.,  203,558. 

Of  this  number,  44,179  have  been  found  to  he  adult 
females,  and  21,305  are  children  imder  15  years. 

It  is  impossible  with  the  materials  we  possess  to  ascertain 
how  many  of  these  adult  females  are  employers,  how  many 
employed,  and  how  many  are  wives  or  widows  unconnected 
with  the  trade  of  the  Citv  :  but  assumino-  that  out  of  the 
total  of  44,179  women  4,179  are  employers — say  in  the 
drapery,  mercery,  outfitting,  and  other  trades  suitable  to 
women,  and  that  half  the  remainder — 20,000 — are  female 
assistants  in  such  trades  and  employments,  there  will  then 
remain  20,000  women  to  represent  the  "wives  of  the 
humbler  classes  who  remain  in  the  City  at  night,  and  the 
women  then  left  in  charge  of  business  premises  ;  we  should 
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then  arrive  at  the  following  conclusions  which  will  not,  we 
think,  be  far  from  the  actual  facts.

Scope,  Extent,  and  Results  of  the  Enumeration  of 

Passenger  and  Vehicular  Traffic  ;  or  of  Persons 

resorting  to  the  City  daily. 

We  now  revert  to  the  steps  taken  and  the  results 
obtained  in  reference  to  the  number  of  persons  resorting 
to  the  City  daily,  many   of  whom   are,  of  course,  included 
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in  the  house-to-house  enumeration  as  inhabitants  carrpnor 
on  business  within  the  City,  or  employed  by  business  men  ; 
while  the  remainder  are  persons  residing  elsewhere,  but 
resorting  to  the  City  for  purposes  of  business  or  otherwise 
— this  latter  class  are  altogether  excluded  from  our  house- 
to-house  enumeration. 

This  enumeration  was  taken  at  sixty  points  of  inlet  to 
the  City,  which  have  considerably  increased  in  number 
since  former  enumerations.     (  Vide  map.)

We  gave  directions  that  considerable  care  .should  be 
taken  in  reference  to  this  work,  as  especially  important  in 
relation  to  street  improvements  within  and  near  the  City  ; 
the  provision  of  bridges  or  subways  ;  also  the  Police  regu- 
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lation  of  tlie  vast  traffic.  Persons  well  qualified  for  the 
work,  many  of  them  retired  sergeants  of  the  City  Police 
Force,  were  posted  two  at  each  of  the  inlets,  and  were 
relieved  frequently  and  visited  from  hour  to  hour  by  four 
visiting  Inspectors,  and  also  at  uncertain  times  by  the 
superintending  Enumerator.  In  this  way  two  independent 
lists  were  taken,  checking  each  other,  so  that  gross  errors 
might  be  avoided. 

We  had  originally  intended  to  confine  this  enumeration 
to  a  day  of  sixteen  hours,  from  5  a.m.  to  9  p.m.,  as  showing 
the  traffic  for  the  busiest  hours  of  the  day.  But  we  subse- 
quently found  that  economy  in  the  management  of  the  vote 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Council  would  permit  of  an 
extension  of  this  part  of  the  enumeration  to  a  day  of 
twenty-four  hours,  and  thus  enable  some  additional  com- 
parisons. We  gave  instructions  accordingly,  and  a  further 
enumeration  took  place,  which  covers  the  hours  of  the 
night,  ?'.(?.,  from  9  p.m.  to  5  a.m.

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A  glance  at  the  above  Tables  I.  and  11.  will  show  the 
course  of  the  normal  daily  pedestrian  traffic  and  its  increase 
or  decrease  from  hour  to  hour,  during  the  toorking  part  of 
the  day;  just  as  the  experience  of  any  one  familiar  with 
the  locality  would  anticipate. 

The  35,895  persons  entering  within  the  two  first  hours 
(5  to  7)  would  be  to  a  great  extent  the  market  frequenters 
— buyers,  sellers,  and  distributors,  and  the  Avorking  classes 
arriving  on  foot  or  by  the  workmen's  trains ;  the  army, 
229,611  strong,  pouring  into  the  City  in  the  second  period 
(hours  7  to  10)  are  mostly  banking,  mercantile,  commercial, 
and  law  enqAoydefi,  such  as  clerks,  messengers,  porters,  and 
office  boys,  who  are  due  between  these  hours  at  their 
respective  employments.  Add  to  the  above  107,329  persons 
arriving  within  the  third  period  (hours  10  to  12),  and  we 
have  those  who  will  chiefly  represent  the  class  of  banking, 
mercantile,  connnercial,  and  legal  employers  resorting  to 
their  places  of  business  within  the  City  from  their  residences 
in  the  suburbs  of  the  Metropolis,  or  in  the  adjacent  counties. 
During  the  remaining  hours,  from  noon  till  nine  in  the 
<!vening,  it  is  probable  that  the  great  majority  of  those  who 
enter  the  City  are  frequenters,  and  not  in  any  sense  resi- 
dents, being  customers,  clients,  and  others  having  business 
to  transact  within  its  limits  ;  this  number  is  3<^)(3,805,  and 
makes  up  the  total  of  about  three-fourths  of  a  million 
persons  who,  daily  and  every  business  day,  frequent  the 
City's  thoroughfares  during  the  above  sixteen  active  hours 
of  the  day. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  daily 
stream  of  liuinanity  from  liour  to  hour  ;  commencing  with 
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a  flow  of  over  15,000  per  hour  (5  to  6),  it  f^vadually 
increases  in  volume,  hourly,  to  over  20,000,  over  35,000,  and 
over  93,000,  until  it  culminates,  from  9  to  10  o'clock,  at 
101,111  in  the  hour.  This  is  the  top  of  the  pedestrian 
tide,  which  now  begins  to  recede  in  numbers,  almost 
progressive  from  hour  to  hour,  from  58,788  at  from  10  to 
11  a.m.  to  33,790,  in  the  hour  from  8  to  9  p.m.;  after  which 
hour  the  great  bulk  of  the  City's  population  proper  has 
retired,  and  the  hour  of  comparative  rest  has  arrived,  so 
far  as  the  City's  normal  population  is  concerned.  Those 
who  now  remain  in  the  City,  cJiiefly  charged  with  the  care 
of  deserted  dwellings,  form  the  population  who  are  found 
there  at  midnight  by  the  authorities  of  the  Imperial  Census, 
or  they  are  passengers  traversing  the  streets  of  the  City  to 
reach  other  parts  of  the  Metropolis. 

The  following  Table  gives  the  result  of  the  A^ehicular 
traffic  in  sixteen  hours,  5  a.m.  to  9  p.m.,  and  its  sub- 
divisions into  vehicles  licensed  and  unlicensed,  four- 
wheeled  and  two-wheeled  respectively.

It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  take  a 
Vehicular  Census,  if  we  may  so  term  it.  more  compre- 
hensive than  any  attempted  heretofore.  We  are  enabled 
not  only  to  give  the  numbers  of  licensed  vehicles  for 
passengers — cabs  and  omnibuses — l)ut  also,  separatelv,  the 
number  of  unlicensed  two-wheeled  vehicles,  chieflv  light 
butchers,  poulterers,  fish  and  other  market  carts,  and  the 
number  of  heavier  four-wheeled  vehicles,  chiefly  railway 
vans,  drays,  and  coal  carts,  which  resort  to  the  City  to 
deliver  or  take  up  goods,  or  to  traverse  its  streets  in  their 
passage  from  one  railway  terminus  to  another. 


This  latter  class  of  traffic,  from  its  great  weight  and 
bulk  and  slower  motion,  constitutes  the  most  formidable 
factor  which  the  Corporation  or  other  Metropolitan 
authority  has  to  deal  with  in  reference  to  the  present  and 
prospective  condition  of  the  City's  thoroughfares.  It  will 
be  seen  to  comprise  over  28,000  heavy  vehicles  in  sixteen 
hours. 

The  pedestrian  traffic,  vast  as  it  is,  accommodates  itself 
for  its  own  convenience,  and  in  a  city  in  which  there  are 
so  many  courts,  alleys,  and  bye-streets,  contrives  to  evade 
the  more  congested  streets  and  to  pass  in  and  out  of  the 
Citv  dailv  without  material  obstruction  of  the  thorough- 
fares.  It  is  widely  different,  however,  with  the  railway 
van-driver,  who  has  his  time  to  keep  and  his  task  to 
accomplish,  and  who  without  scruple  urges  his  cumbersome 
vehicle  with  its  bulky  freight  through  the  streets,  crowded 
"wdth  other  and  lighter  vehicular  traffic,  without  much  regard 
to  the  safety,  feelings,  or  convenience  of  others. 
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This  formidable  vehicular  traffic  is  of  comparatively 
recent  origin,  and  was  not  even  dreamt  of  when  the  City's 
streets  were  laid  out  after  the  Fire  of  London.  The 
period  of  its  advent  is  Avithin  our  recollection,  when 
raihvays  (to  say  nothing  of  omnibuses  and  tramways)  had 
not  invaded  Lonilon,  and  when  the  payment  of  a  small 
toll  at  the  City's  bars  on  carts  laden  with  merchandise  or 
building  materials  was  the  means  of  divertino-  from  the 
central,  narrow,  and  crowded  streets  of  the  City  the 
heavier  and  more  sluggish  portions  of  the  traffic. 

The  discontinuan(;e  of  this  toll  in  1854  (well  intended 
and  self  sacrificing  on  the  part  of  the  Corporation)  has 
augmented  the  trouble  which  has  involved  the  outlay  of 
millions,  without  material  relief  to  the  congested  traffic  of 
the  City  thoroughfares,  and  which  may  ultimately,  unless 
a  remedy  can  be  discovered  and  applied,  effect  the  ruin  of 
a  large  portion  of  the  City's  trade  and  commerce. 

This  difficulty  was  foreseen  nearly  thirty  years  since  by  one 
of  the  authors  of  this  Report.  In  1854  Mr.  Scott  delivered 
and  published  two  lectures  on  Locomotion,  in  which  the 
following  passage  occurs  in  reference  to  the  traffic  in  the 
City  : — "  A  universal  break  occurs  in  the  lines  of  twelve 
"  railways,  so  that  a  person  cannot  perform  the  '  through ' 
"  journey  in  London  without  leaving  the  rail,  traversing 
"  with  luggage  a  great  portion  of  a  crowded  Metropolis, 
"  and  a<rain  encountering  all  the  bustle,  inconvenience, 
"  and  loss  of  time  in  seeking  at  a  fresh  station  a  recom- 
"  mencement  of  hi?  journey.  The  causes  which  have 
"  contributed  to  this  state  of  things  it  would  be  difficult  to 
"  define,   and    equally  difficult  to  apportion  the  share  of 
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'  blame  attaching  to  those  to  whom  it  is  attributable.  A 
'  Govornment  Commission  appointed  to  report  upon  the 
'  subject  came  to  a  conckision  unfavourable  to  the  approxi- 
'  mation  of  the  various  lines,  while  the  same  short-sighted 
'  policy  induced  the  Corporation  of  London  to  oppose  the 
'  introduction  of  railway  lines  within  their  limits.  But 
'  the  passage  of  railway  traffic  through  London,  by  some 
'  well  devised  arterial  line,  is  not  far  distant  ;  indeed,  it 
'  cannot  longer  be  delayed,  unless  the  traffic  system  of  the 
'  Metropolis  is  to  be  fatally  afflicted  with  aneurism 
'  OF  THE  heart."  (^The  Progress  of  Locomotion,  first 
edition,  p.  11.^  The  above  was  written  before  the  con- 
struction of  the  Metropolitan  and  Metropolitan  District 
Railways,  which  have  only  very  partially  remedied  the 
evil    predicted.

We  now  propose  to  make  use  of  the  information  which 
has  been  obtained  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  some 
COMPARISONS  between  the  results  of  the  Imperial  and  the 
Corporation  enumerations  respectively,  and  of  pointing 
out  how  the  former  may  be  used  by  the  uninformed 
or  the  designing,  to  favour  fallacious  treatment  of  the 
questions  which  are  sure  to  arise  relating  to  the  City 
and  the  Metropolis  respectively. 

The  Night  Population. 

We  notice,  firstly,  that  while  the  mercantile  and  com- 
mercial population  of  the  City  is  largely  increasing,  the 
number  of  persons  remaining  in  the  City  during  the  night 
is  still  on  the  decrease,  and  has  been  so  during  the  last 
three  decennial  periods.  Previous  to  1851  the  night 
population  remained  nearly  stationary  in  numbers  — 
it  being  in  1801,  128,269,  and  in  1851,  127,869  —  a 
reduction  of  400  only  in  50  years.  Since  1851,  however, 
the  reduction  has  been  rapid  and  continuous,  and  the 
absurd  and  fallacious  inference  is  frequently  drawn,  that 
the  City,  in  all  that  constitutes  material  importance,  is 
largely  and  continually  on  the  wane,  while  the  reverse  is 
the  fact.

The  first  thing  to  strike  the  reader  of  the  above  figures 
will  be  that  a  preponderance  of  females  is  shown  by  the 
Imperial  Census,  at  each  enumeration,  in  a  City  in  which 
the  ratio  of  males  to  females  is  as  five  to  one  ;  nothing 
could  more  strongly  show  the  fallacious  nature  of  the 
Imperial  enumeration  as  applied  to  the  City. 

The  inquiry  will  naturally  be  suggested,  to  what  is  this 
reduction  of  the  night  population  to  be  attributed  ? 

The  asserted  decrease  of  the  night  population,  partly 
actual  and  [tartly  assumed,  results  from  four  concurrent 
causes. 

1.  To  the  constant  widening  of  the  City  streets, 
the  setting  back  of  houses,  and  to  the  clearances 
which  have  been  made  of  crowded  and  imwholesome 
dwellings  by  the  action  of  the  Corporation,  the 
Metropolitan  Board  of  Works,  and  the  City  Com- 
missioners of  Sewers,  particularly  in  the  latter  de- 
cennial period,  under  the  operation  of  the  Artizans' 
Dwellings  Acts — so  far  the  decrease  is  actual. 

2.  To  the  increased  confidence  of  the  inhabitants 
in  the  City  Police  Force.     In  1866  it  was  found  that 
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2,057  houses,  including  some  of  the  largest  in  the 
City,  although  inhabited  during  the  day,  were  left 
without  any  person  to  sleep  therein,  and  Avere  com- 
mitted at  night  to  the  sole  care  of  the  Police.  This 
number  of  houses  has  increased  since  186(3  from 
2,057  to  4,235,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
Police  Return  : —

Assuming  that  only  three  persons  per  house, 
including  caretakers  and  their  families,  formerly 
occupied  these  4,235  houses  at  night,  here  will  be 
12,705  persons  who,  from  this  method  of  taking  the 
Census,  disappear  from  the  Imperial  Night  Census. 

3.  To  the  largely  increased  practice  in  the  City 
of  combining  under  one  roof  very  many  tenancies 
m   the   shape  of  chambers   or  sets   of  offices;    these 
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accumulations  of  tenancies  figure  in  the  Registrar- 
General's  Return,  if  they  appear  at  all,  as  one 
"  house  "  each,  although  in  some  of  them  there  is  a 
mercantile  and  commercial  population  equal  to  that 
of  a  second  or  third  rate  city  or  town.  Each  of 
these  "  houses,"  assuming  that  it  is  not  left  in  charge 
of  the  Police,  and  so  returned  "  uninhabited,"  is 
occupied  at  night  by  some  three  or  four  persons,  at 
most. 

Here  is  one  illustration.*  A  building  covers  over 
1  acre,  and  contiiins  135  separate  tenancies  at  high 
rentals,  and  is  rated  at  5,000/.  per  annum.  In  it, 
during  the  day,  there  are  em})loyed  78  commercial 
firms  and  57  individual  traders,  in  all  252  employers, 
with  275  employes,  making  in  all  527  persons.  These 
527  persons  are  represented  in  the  Imperial  Census 
hy  4  persons,  toho  sleep  on  the  premises  at  night. 
We  give  in  a  subsequent  page  other  illustrations  of 
aggregated  tenancies  treated  as  one  "  house "  each, 
with  the  numbers  returned  to  us  as  residing  in  them, 
respectively,  during  the  day. 

4.  To  the  operation  of  the  Acts  imposing  the 
Inhabited  House  Duty.  These  Acts,  intended  for 
fiscal  jturposes  only,  exercise  a  very  unfair  and  in- 
jurious influence  u])on  many  householders  in  the  City 
and  elsewhere,  and  not  only  so,  but  they  drive  away 
many  inhabitants,  and  leave  the  remainder  to  bear 
increased   burdens.      This   is   also   one  of  the  chief 

*  The  information  being  furnished    in  confidence,  we    state  the  facts 
without  naming  the  properties. 
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causes  which  induce  reduced  attendance  at  the  City's 
churches,  and  lead  to  their  suggested  removal.  For 
the  class  of  persons  excluded  by  the  operation  of  this 
cause  is  precisely  that  which  would  remain  in  the 
City  at  night  and  on  Sundays. 

The  operation  of  the  present  law  may  be  illustrated 
by  the  following  assumed  case.  A  large  building  of 
five  floors  is  let  as  a  shop  on  the  ground  floor,  and  as 
offices  or  chambers  on  the  three  other  floors,  while 
the  top  story  is  allowed  to  remain  unoccupied,  for  it 
is  too  high  up  for  trade  purposes.  It  would  however 
be  admirably  adapted,  by  reason  of  light,  air,  and 
proximity  to  the  City  markets,  for  the  residence  of  a 
clerk  or  warehouseman  and  his  family  ;  but  if  only 
one  person  became  resident  the  ichole  huilding  would 
become  liable  to  inhabited  house  duty  at  9c?.  in  the 
pound.  Assume  that  the  house  is  worth  3,000Z.  a 
year — no  great  value  for  City  premises — and  the  tax 
would  amount  to  a  larger  sum  than  could  be  obtained 
or  set  ofi"  from  the  salary  of  even  a  managing  clerk. 
Doubtless  many  thousand  persons  are  thus  driven 
away  from  the  City  and  other  business  centres 
in  London,  while  a  trifling  alteration  of  the  law 
would  remove  this  hardship  without  reducing  the 
revenue. 

Some  of  these  causes  afl*ect  other  central  districts  of  the 
Metropolis,  and  more  and  more,  on  every  recurring 
enumeration,  impair  the  accuracy  and  reliability  of  the 
Imperial   Census  as   a  reflection  of  the  actual  condition  of 
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the  people.  Mr.  Scott  pointed  this  out  in  1866,*  and  his 
remarks  are  confirmed  by  the  Preliminary  Report  of  the 
Imperial  Census  of  1881. 

Mr.  Scott  remarks  in  1866  : — "  It  remains  to  be  stated 
that  a  tendency  to  decrease  in  the  deepitig  population  is 
not  by  any  means  confined  to  the  City  of  London,  but 
that  a  similar  migration  from  the  centres  of  business, 
during  the  night,  is  taking  place  elsewhere  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  \vithin  the  Metro})olis.  This  is  particu- 
larly noticeable,  as  might  be  expected,  in  the  City  of 
"Westminster." 

The  Preliminary  Keport  of  the  Census  of  1881  confirms 
this  statement  : — 

'^  The  increase  of  population  (Metropolis)  in  the  past,  as 
"  also  in  the  preceding  decade,  was  entirely  peripheral.  In 
"  the  centre  of  London  is  a  compact  area,  consisting  of 
"  ten  registration  districts  [including  the  City],  in  which, 
"  owing  to  the  substitution  of  business  premises  for 
"  dwelling-houses,  the  population  has  for  a  long  period 
"  been  unclerrfoing  dhnhintion.  The  inhabitants  of  this 
*'  central  area  decreased  by  7*8  per  cent,  in  the  course  of  the 
"  past  ten  years,  having  also  diniinished  by  5'8  per  cent. 
"  in  the  preceding  decade." — Report,  page  9.

Now,  will  anyone  acquainted  with  the  Metropolis  and 
the  conditions  of  its  trade  and  population  assert  that  these 
figures  represent  facts  ?  Do  they  not  rather  represent  a 
persistent  adherence  to  a  fallacious  method  of  enumeration, 
which  will  more  and  more  misrepresent  the  facts,  as  it 
regards  London  and  some  of  the  larger  towns?*  Will 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Strand  admit  that  they  have 
decreased  30^  per  cent,  in  population  since  1861,  or  will 
those  of  Westminster,  Whitechapel,  Holborn,  and  other 
busy  centres  of  metropolitan  life,  be  prepared  to  believe 
that  the  hand  of  decay  is  upon  theui  ?  We  know  they 
would  repudiate  any  such  conclusions,  although  the  figures 
of  the  Imperial  Census  look  authoritative  and  conclusive. 


*  The  great  and  increasing  Citj'  of  Manchester  shows  for  the  same  reason 
a  reduction  of  population. 
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We  very  respectfully  suggest  a  verbal  amendment  of 
the  above  paragraph  from  the  Preliminary  Report.  Instead 
of  '^  The  inhabitants  of  this  central  area  decreased  by  7'8 
per  cent,  in  the  course  of  the  last  ten  years,  having  also 
diminished  by  5'8  per  cent,  in  the  preceding  decade,"  it 
would  l)e  more  in  accordance  with  fact  to  have  written, 
"  According  to  the  existing  mode  of  enumeration,  the  great 
increase  of  population  in  crowded  business  centres  is  made 
to  appear  as  a  decrease  of  population,  owing  to  the  practice 
of  taking  account  of  the  population  at  an  hour  when  it  is 
mainly  absent  from  its  business  vocations. 

The  Day  Population. 

We  learn  further  from  the  two  enumerations  which  have 
taken  place  in  1881,  that  while  the  number  of  persons 
remaining  in  the  City  during  the  night  has  been  greatly 
reduced,  arising  from  the  causes  above  stated,  the  popu- 
lation of  the  City,  during  the  active  hours  of  the  day,  has 
increased  considerably.  In  other  words,  the  sleeping 
population  has  been  reduced,  while  the  mercantile  and 
commercial  population  has  augmented.  This  change,  as  it 
regards  the  population,  is  precisely  what  any  intelligent 
resident  would  be  aware  of,  irresjjective  of  the  figures  of 
the  day  and  night  enumerations. 

The  night  population,  as  has  been  already  pointed  out, 
has  been  reduced  from  74,897  in  1871  to  50,526  in  1881. 

The  Mercantile^  and  Commercial  po])ulation  was  ascer- 
tained, in  1866,  to  number  170,133  persons.  It  is  now, 
1881,  found  to   number   57,503   employers  and    162,253 
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employes  (vide  page  34),  together  219,756  persons,  to 
whom  must  be  added  41,305  women  and  children,  making 
a  grand  total,  as  above  stated,  of  261,061  persons — an 
increase  of  90,928  since  1866,  or  ;it  the  rate  of  53*4 
per  cent. 


Relative  position  of  City  to  other   Districts 

OF  Metropolis. 

As  this  Day-Census  was  niainlv  undertaken  to  ascertain 
the  relative  position  of  the  City  in  regard  to  population,  it 
will  be  important  and  interesting  to  insert  some  com- 
parisons respecting  the  populations  of  the  Parishes  and 
Districts  which  send  representatives  to  the  Metropolitan 
Board  of  Works  ;  the  Boroughs  in  the  Metropolis  which 
send  representatives  to  Parliament ;  also  the  Counties  and 
the  larger  Incorporated  Cities  and  Towns  in  England  and 
Wales. 

The  Preliminary  Report  of  the  Imperial  Census,  assuming 
that  the  night  residents  of  the  City  are  its  population 
proper,  places  the  City  of  London  practically  as  the  twenty- 
sixth  in  the  order  of  the  said  Districts  as  regards  population. 
We  insert  the  following  list  of  the  Districts  of  the  Metro- 
polis in  the  order  of  the  true  numbers  of  their  popidations 
respectively,  when  it  will  be  seen  that  the  City  stands 
second  on  the  list,  being  exceeded  only  by  the  populous 
Districl  of  Islington.

The  figures  of  the  above  tables,  and  those  of  the  table  of 
the  numbers  of  houses  hereinafter  inserted,  illustrate  the 
fallacy  which  is  so  frequently  to  be  detected  in  dealing 
with  Metropolitan  questions,  both  within  and  without 
Parliament. 


A  Bill  brought  into  the  House  of  Commons  during  the 
last  Session,  on  behalf  of  the  Charity  Commissioners, 
recited  at  its  head  "  Whereas  the  population  of  the  City  of 
London  has  for  many  years  last  past  greatly  decreased,  and 
is  still  decreasing.'^  Suggestions  wore  also  made  for  the 
destruction  of  a  large  number  of  the  remaining  City 
Churches  on  the  same  fallacious  grounds  ;  while,  to  crown 
all,  a  Bill  was  introduced  in  the  Session  of  1880,  to  provide 
for  Municipal  Representation  of  the  Metropolis,  which 
proposed  to  allot  representation  to  the  City  in  the  i)ro- 
portion  of  70,000  to  3,500,000  persons,  with  a  rateable 
value  of  3,535,494/.  to  27,540,029/. ;  that  is  to  say,  the  City 
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^yas  to  psiy  ono-seventli  and  seven-tenths  of  the  fiscal 
impositions  of  the  Metropolis  and  to  possess  representation 
in  the  proportion  of  one-fiftieth, — an  illustration  of  taxation 
going  hand  in  hand  with  representation  of  a  verv  striking 
character.  Had  the  introduction  of  the  Bill  been  postponed 
until  last  Session,  when  the  night  population  of  the  City 
had  been  assumed  to  be  50,526,  and  the  Metropolitan 
population  to  be  3,832,000,  the  proportion  of  represen- 
tation would  have  been  reduced  to  one-seventy-fiftli  of  the 
whole,  with  a  conti-ibution  of  over  one-eighth  of  the  Muni- 
cipal taxation. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  that  Ave  should  point  out  that  such 
fallacious — not  to  say  absurd — treatment  of  a  very  great 
and  important  subject  does  but  postpone  the  attainment  of 
the  object  proposed  ;  if  it  did  not  manifest  a  spirit  of  mere 
hostility,  where  we  might  reasonably  look  for  jiidicial  and 
impartial  treatment. 

Comparing  the  City  with  the  other  Metropolitan  Parlia- 
mentary Boroughs,  and  correcting  its  position  in  the  light 
of  the  Census  now  taken,  we  find  that  they  stand  as  follow 
in  regard  to  population  : —

Relative  Position  of  the  City   to  certain 
Counties  in  England  and  Wales. 

It  forms  no  part  of  our  duty  to  express  any  opinion  upon 
the  various  schemes  which  have  been  or  are  now  suggested 
for  the  Municipal  Government  of  the  Metropolis ;  but  as  it 
is  sometimes  asserted,  or  implied,  that  the  City  of  London 
is  too  inconsiderable  to  retain  its  individual  existence  as  a 
separate  Municipality,  we  think  it  right  to  add  to  the  above 
figures  a  comparison  with  some  of  the  Counties  of  England 
and  AVales  (the  City  being  a  county  by  itself),  and  of  the 
larger  lncorj)orated  Cities  and  Towns. 

There  is  a  larger  pojjulation  in  the  County  of  the  City  of 
London  (we  say  nothing  here  of  its  influential  character) 
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than  in  any  of  the  other  English  Counties  undermen- 
tioned ;  there  is  only  one  County  in  Wales,  viz.,  the  Mining 
County  of  Glamorgan,  which  has  a  larger  population  than 
the  County  of  the  City  of  London.

There  is  a  larger  population  in   the  City  of   London 
than  in  the  foUowinff  incorporated  Cities  and  Towns  of 
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Enojland  and  Wales  having  parliamentary  representation. 
Indeed,  with  the  exception  of  the  Cities  of  Liverpool  and 
Manchester  and  the  Towns  of  Birmingham,  Leeds,  and 
Sheffield,  the  City  of  London  stands  at  the  head  of  the  198  in- 
corporated Parliamentary  Boroughs  in  respect  of  population.

All  tlie  remaining  Incorporated  Cities  and  Towns  in  England  and  Wales, 
inchiding  the  Cathedral  Cities,  have  populations  of  less  than 
100.001)  iiiliabitants  each. 


"  Witldii  tlie  limits  of  the  Parliimieiitnry  Borouglia. 
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If  it  is  to  be  contended  tliat  the  City  of  London  is  no  longer 
entitled  to  the  rank  of  a  separate  Municipality,  it  must  be 
on  grounds  other  than  those  of  population,  or  of  rateable 
value.  It  is  sometimes  argued,  although  it  cannot  be 
contended  seriously,  that  its  area  disentitles  it  to  a  separate 
corporate  existence.  It  has,  however,  never  been  the 
practice  of  the  Legislature  to  apportion  representation, 
or  of  the  Crown  to  accord  incor})oration,  on  the  ground 
of  area.  To  have  done  so  would  have  led  to  tiie  most 
absurd  and  inconsistent  distribution  of  representative 
influence.  It  would  relegate  the  City  of  London,  which, 
as  is  shown  subsequently,  pays  nearly  one-half  of  the 
Income  Tax  of  the  Metropolis  under  the  Trading  Schedule 
D,  to  the  position  occupied  by  the  decayed  and  disfran- 
chised boroughs  under  the  Heform  Act  of  183L  Parlia- 
ment has  never  in  recent  years  accorded  representation 
except  on  the  ground  of  population,  or  of  rateable  value, 
or  of  commercial  or  educational  importance,  or  on  some 
of  these  combined.  Had  acreage  or  square  miles  been 
made  the  measure  of  political  or  municipal  importance, 
the  wilds  of  Connemara,  or  of  Caithness,  would  have  taken 
the  lead  of  all  the  Cities  and  manufacturing  Towns  of  the 
empire. 


The  Number  of  "  Inhabited  Houses." 

We  continue  our  comparisons  between  the  results  of  the 
Imperial  and  the  City  Census,  respectively,  in  relation  to 
the  XUMBER  OF  HOUSES  in  the  City.     In  no  respect  are  the 
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two  enumerations   more  discrepant  than  in  the  matter  of 
"  Houses,"  whether  "  inhabited  "  or  "  uninhabited." 

The  whole  question  is  one  of  definition  of  terms,  and  is 
sadly  confusing-  to  those  Avho  are  in  search  of  facts.  The 
term  "  Inhabited  House  "  is  thus  defined  by  the  Registrar- 
General  : — 

"  The  term  '  inhabited  house '  is  applied  to  a  house  or  other  tenement 
"  in  which  one  or  more  persons  slept  on  the  night  of  the  enumeration," 

The  term  "  uninhabited  "  is  thus  explained  Ijy  the  same 

authority  : — 

"  The  term  '  uninhabited '  is  applied  to  houses  in  which  no  person 
^^  dwelt  or  slept  on  the  Sunday  night  preceding  the  enumeration.  In 
"  towns  many  of  the  houses  so  returned  were  occupied  for  business 
"  purposes  during  the  daytime." 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  fact  being  well  known  that 
there  are  thousands  of  houses  of  business  in  the  City  in 
which  no  one  fdeeps  at  night,  but  which  are  fully  inhabited 
in  the  day,  a  list  of  such  houses  was  not  obtained  in  taking 
the  Imperial  Census.  Every  such  "  house  "  is  furnished 
with  a  letter-box,  even  if  the  work  of  leaving  the  forms 
had  been  done  in  the  night-time,  and  nothing  Avould  have 
been  easier  than  to  have  delivered  the  forms  at  such  houses 
and  to  have  gathered  them  the  next  da}'.  Had  this  been 
done,  all  this  explanation  to  the  effect  that  "uninhabited  " 
frequently  means  "  inhabited  "  in  the  business  hours  of  the 
day,  would  have  hecn  obviated. 

We  adopt  the  Registrar-General's  definition  of  an 
"  inhabited  house,"  with  the  simple  change  of  "actively 
employed  during  the  day  "  for  "  slept  on  the  night."     The 
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number  of  houses  or  other  tenements  in  which  one  or 
more  persons  were  actively  employed  during  the  day  of 
the  City  Census,  was  24,898,  the  number  ascertained  to 
be  actually  "  uninhabited  "  or  emptij,  was  245,  making 
25,143  houses  in  all. 

The  number  of  "  inhabited  "  houses  in  the  City  is  stated 
by  the  Imperial  Census  in  1881  to  be  6,493.  The  City 
Census  gives  the  number  as  24,898  ;  whence  this  startling 
discrepancy? 

1.  The  Imperial  Census  ignores,  as  shown  by  the 
above  definition,  all  subdivision  of  a  building,  although 
it  may  cover  acres  of  ground  and  contain  very 
numerous  tenancies  with  as  many  inhabitants  as 
would  constitute  a  decent  registration  district. 

If  only  one  woman  remains  in  charge  at  night  it  is  an 
"  inhabited  house,"  and  counts  as  one  only  ;  if  the  Police 
have  the  key  it  is  not  included  in  the  list  of  ''  inhabited 
houses "  at  all.  Now  there  are  very  numerous  houses  in 
the  City  which  contain  many  separate  tenancies  each,  and 
which  are  thronged  with  active  inhabitants  every  day,  but 
are  left  at  night,  or  on  the  Sunday,  in  the  care  of  one 
person  or  a  married  couple,  sometimes  with  a  family. 
We  gave  at  page  58  an  illustration  of  such  a  "  house  " 
which  was  said  to  contain  only  4  2^^^'^ons  at  night,  hut 
had  within  its  area  252  traders  tvith  275  clerks  and  otiier 
employes,  in  all  527  persons,  in  the  daytime. 

We  are  precluded  by  the  conditions  of  the  City 
enumeration  from  publishing  personal  particulars,  but  we 
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may  Avithout  bi'eacli  of  confidence  furnish  the  annexed  list 
of  26  "  houses  "  in  the  City,  with  the  number  of  separate 
tenancies,  the  number  of  firms  and  of  individual  traders, 
and  the  total  number  of-  jiersons  in  each  "  house,"  and  in 
the  wliolc  nnmlier  of  houses.

Here  we  have  a  list  of  26  "  houses  "  which  in  other 
parts  of  the  Metropolis,  under  other  conditions  of  social 
life,  would  figure  in  the  Registrar-General's  tables  as 
1,320  houses,  but  which  will  appear  in  those  tables,  in  the 
City,  as,  perhaps,  a  dozen,  as  many  of  these  houses  would 
be  left  in  charge  of  the  police  at  night,  and  would  not 
therefore  appear  at  all  in  the  Imperial  Census  returns. 

"We  are  now  dealing  with  the  question  of  the  number  of 
"  houses,"  but  we  may  point  out  in  j-assing  that  these  26 
selected  houses  contain  a  population  of  (3,502  persons,  the 
greater  portion  of  whom  are  mercantile  and  commercial 
men  ;  a  population  large  enough  to  return  a  member  to 
Parliament  in  many  parts  of  the   country.     To  take  the 
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two  first  towns  in  alphabetical  order  :  Abingdon  and 
Andover  return  each  a  member  ;  the  one  with  5,662  and 
the  other  with  5,654  inhabitants. 

This  illustration  of  the  fallacious  character  of  the 
Imperial  Census,  as  it  is  now  gathered,  is  by  no  means  the 
strongest  which  could  be  adduced.  We  found  in  one 
parish  no  less  than  708  separate  tenants  at  high  rentals, 
rated  in  all  to  103,091/.  These  708  occupiers  returned 
4^852  clerks  and  other  employes,  making  together  a 
population  of  this  particular  parish  of  5,560  persons, 
residing  in  119  houses  ;  these  5,560  persons  figure  in  the 
Imperial  (census  as  4  householders  and  400  other  persons. 

2.  The  other  main  reason  for  the  discrepancy 
between  the  two  enumerations  consists  in  the  fact, 
before  alluded  to  at  page  57,  that  the  Imperial  Census 
takes  no  notice  whatever  of  an  inhabited  house  or 
tenement  if  it  is  left  at  night  in  the  care  of  the  police. 
We  have  already  pointed  out  that  this  method  of 
enumeration  accounts  for  no  less  than  4,235  omissions 
from  the  list  of  "  inhabited  houses  "  in  the  City.

Nothing  is  said  here  of  the  guality  of  tlie  houses  ;  a 
hovel  ranks  with  a  palace  as  a  "  house,"  if  only  one 
per.'ion  sleep  in  it ;  and  the  more  squalid  a  district  may  be 
the  more  it  excels  as  refjards  the  number  of  its  houses. 
In  France  the  number  of  rooms  in  each  house  is  ascertained, 
thus  affording  souie  indication  of  the  relative  importance 
of  the  houses  in  any  district,  and  consequently  the  relative 
importance  of  the  district.

To  revert  to  the  political  axiom,  that  representation  and 
taxation  should  have  some  near  relation  to  one  another ; 
we  obiiined,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities,  a  statement  of  the  fiscal  position  of  the  City 
compared  with  the  other  Parliamentary  Divi.sions  of  the 
Metropolis.  We  give  the  following  statement  of  the  net 
profits  charged  with  Income  Duty  for  the  year  1879/80, 
under  the  Commercial,  Mercantile,  and  Trading 
Schedule,  D  : — *

The  above  figures  indicate  either  that  the  City  of  London 
is  the  most  honest,  or  commerciaJly  the  most  important 
division  of  the  Metropolis.  We  are  satisfied  to  accept  the 
latter  conclusion. 

We  may  confirm  this  view  by  further  stating  that  it 
was  shown  in  1866*  that  the  Customs'  Duties  paid  in 
London  in  1864  exceeded  by  484,614/.  those  paid  in  all 
the  other  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom^  and  had  done  so, 
on  an  average  of  the  nine  years  then  past,  by  331,149/. 
per  annum.  Customs'  Duties,  however,  cannot  be  so 
distinctly  connected  with  the  City  as  can  Income  Duty 
assessed  in  the  locality,  bat  the  preponderant  proportion  of

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the  latter  duty  shows  how  largely  the  transactions  which 
find  record  at  the  Custom  House  are  dependent  upon  the 
trade  and  commerce  of  the  City  of  London. 

The  Fiscal  Position  of  the  City  relatively  to  the 
Incorporated  Cities  and  Towns. 

If  we  turn  from  the  Parliamentary  Boroughs  of  the 
Metropolis  to  the  Incorporated  Cities  and  Towns,  we  find 
the  same  overwhelming  commercial  and  fiscal  superiority 
of  the  City  of  London.  We  give  the  followincr  table  in 
corroboration  of  this  statement.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  City  of  London,  quite  irrespective 
of  the  other  portions  of  the  Metropolis,  pays  upon  a  larger 
assessment  than  all  the  above  Seventeen  next  largest  Cities 
and  Towns  of  England  and  Wales. 


The  Occupations  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  City. 

In  no  respects  are  the  comparisons  between  the  Imperial 
and  the  City  enumerations  so  striking  as  those  which 
concern  the  occupations  of  the  inhabitants. 

It  was  shown  in  1866  that  the  National  enumeration 
tables  of  1861  placed  the  City  of  London  not  at  the  head 
of  the  mercantile  communities  of  the  empire,  where  it 
might  have  been  expected  to  be  found,  but  first  among  the 
agricultural  districts  of  the  United  Kingdom  as  it  regards 
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facilities  for  the  cultivation  of  the  soil* ;  for  by  that 
fallacious  mode  of  estimating  the  quality  of  the  population, 
it  was  made  to  appear  that  the  City  possessed  44  farmers. 
3  farm  bailiifs,  and  23  gardeners  to  the  square  mile.  While 
this  preponderance  of  agricultural  inhabitants  was  shown, 
there  were  credited  to  the  largest  mercantile  and  commer- 
cial emporium  in  the  empire, — indeed  we  may  say  in  the 
world — only  9  bankers  out  of  some  263,  33  brokers  out  of 
a  total  of  3,297,  and  356  merchants  out  of  about  6,000. 

It  is  not  surprising  therefore  that  the  llegistration 
Authorities  abandoned  a  classification  which  permitted  of 
such  comparisons  in  the  succeeding  Census  of  1871,  and  as 
we  are  informed  that  the  Report  on  "  occupations  "  will 
not  be  publi:<hed  for  eighteen  months  or  two  years,  we 
have  no  such  means  of  instituting  comparisons  between  the 
classes  of  the  people  who  figure  in  the  night  and  day 
enumerations  of  1881,  as  were  furnished  in  1861. 

AVe  can  but  fall  back  therefore  on  the  classification  of 
1861,  and  the  modified  classification  of  1871,  and  compare 
with  them  some  of  the  heads  of  our  analytical  classification 
of  1881. 

And  firstly,  with  respect  to  the  agricultural  classes 
referred  to  above,  and  which  we  find  stated  in  1871  to 
number  291  persons  (undistinguished),  we  have  not  dis- 
covered them  in  our  researches  ;  the  only  persons  answering 
to  this  description  being  13  nurserymen  and  florists  who 
have  shops  or  dealings  in  the  City.

CONCLUSION. 

We  have,  to  the  extent  of  the  means  placed  at  your 
disposal,  and  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  discharged  the 
task  which  your  Committee  entrusted  to  us ;  bringing  to 
bear  upon  it  such  experience  as  we  derived  when,  fifteen 
years  since,  we  undertook  a  similar  duty.  We  have  also 
been  enabled  to  acquire  in  some  respects  information  in 
addition  to  that  which  we  obtained  on  the  former  occasion. 

The  result  has  been,  we  trust,  to  ascertain  and  place  in 
something  like  its  true  light  the  position  of  the  City  of 
London  as  it  regards — (1)  the  number  of  its  resident 
population  ;    (2)    the    throng   of    its   daily    frequenters ; 
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(3)  the  number  of  its  houses,  inhabited  and  uninhabited  ; 

(4)  the  value  of  its  rateable  property  ;  and  (5)  the  number 
and  quality  of  its  inhabitants  as  engaged  in  mercantile, 
commercial,  or  professional  pursuits.  We  have  also  been 
enabled,  from  the  information  we  have  acquired,  to  illustrate 
the  position  of  the  City  in  relation  to  other  incorporated 
Cities  and  Towns  ;  to  the  other  counties  of  England  and 
Wales ;  to  the  parliamentary  boroughs  of  the  Metropolis, 
and  to  the  other  districts  of  the  Metropolis  Avhich  are 
represented  on  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works.  We 
have  also  glanced  at  the  mercantile  and  commercial 
standing  of  the  City  and  to  its  place  as  contributing  to 
the  fiscal  burthens  of  the  Empire. 

We  have  studiously  avoided  the  expression  of  any 
opinion  on  the  various  plans  which  have  been  and  are 
propounded  either  for  the  extension  of  the  area  of  the 
City,  or  for  incorporating  with  it,  or  by  themselves,  the 
outlying  portions  of  the  Metropolis  ;  such  questions  being 
in  no  sense  referred  to  us. 

We  confine  ourselves  to  pointing  out  that  the 
Day-Census,  now  completed,  contradicts  assertions, 
sometimes  thouffhtlesslv  made  or  fallaciouslv  used,  that 
the  decline,  partly  actual  and  partly  assumed,  of  the 
number  of  inhabitants  who  pass  the  night  in  the  City, 
furnishes  grounds  for  the  assumption  that  it  has  lost 
something  of  its  former  standing  and  importance. 
Our  Report  demonstrates  that,  in  every  respect  and 
however   tested,   the    City    occupies    a    position   more 

IMPORTANT    THAN    EVER. 
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We  have  reported  elsewhere  our  entire  satisfoction  with 
the  conduct  of  the  work  entrusted  to  Mr.  H.  B.  Taylor, 
and  the  particulars  of  the  balance  due  to  him  ;  and  we

DAY-CENSUS,    CITY    OF    LONDON. 


The  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  London  have  resolved  that  it  is  desirable,  in  the  interests 
of  the  Ratepayers  and  Residents  of  this  City,  that  a  Census  of 
the  Inhabitants  be  taken  during  the  Business  Hours  of 
THE  Day. 

The  Imperial  Census  is,  for  obvious  reasons,  taken  during  the 
Night,  and  the  Decennial  Census  for  1881  was  gathered  at 
Midnight  of  the  ^rd-Ath  April,  wIhmi  almost  the  entire  body  of 
the  Banking,  Mercantile,  Commercial,  Trading,  and  Professional 
classes  had  left  their  Banks,  Counting-houses,  Shops,  Chambers, 
and  Offices.  The  residue  of  the  population  remaining  during  the 
night  then  consisted  almost  entirely  of  the  humbler  classes  of 
residents,  care-takers  of  premises,  the  Police,  and  casual  visitors 
at  the  Hotels  and  Public-houses  of  the  City.  About  two  tliousand 
houses  in  the  City,  being  left,  at  night,  in  the  care  of  the  Police, 
will  have  been  returned  as  without  inhabitants. 

[Note. — It  was  found  that  this  class  of  houses  had  increased  in  number 
to  4,235  in  1881.] 
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It  must  be  obvious  that  a  Census  taken  under  sucli  circum- 
stances on  a  Sunday  night,  must  entirely  misrepresent  the 
Commercial  and  Mercantile  character  of  the  City  of  London. 

A  Day-Census,  similar  to  that  now  proposed,  was  taken  in 
the  year  1866,  when  the  Committee  charged  with  the  duty  had 
the  satisfaction  to  report  as  follows  : — 

"  We  have  pleasure  in  recording  that  we  have  received  in  all 
"quarters  the  most  kindly  co-operation,  the  obvious  necessity  of 
"the  work  being  recognised  by  all  with  whom  we  came  into 
"communication." 

The  Alderman  and  other  representatives  of  yom*  Ward,  as  well 
as  the  undersigned,  rely  with  confidence  upon  your  friendly  co- 
operation in  furnishing  the  information  which  will  be  asked  for 
by  the  Enumerator  on  this  occasion.  It  will  be  considered  strictly 
confidential,  the  total  residts  only  being  published.

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  WARD  CLERKS  or  Others  entmsted 
with  the  LOCAL  Oversight  of  the  Enumeration  in  each  Ward. 

1.  In  the  Imperial  Census  ol:  the  City  of  London  just  taken,  the 
population  comprised  those  only  who  slept  within  the  City  on  the 
night  of  Sunday,  3rd  April,  and  consequently  fell  very  far  short 
of  the  real  daily  population  engaged  in  the  vast  commercial 
transactions  of  the  City  of  London. 

"2.  The  Corporation  have  therefore  considered  it  highly  desirable 
that  the  business,  as  well  as  the  residential,  population  of  this 
centre  of  the  world's  commerce  should  be  ascertained  by  a  care- 
fully compiled  "  Day-Census  "  of  all  persons  residing  in  the 
City,  or  engaged,  occupied,  or  employed  in  its  commercial, 
monetary,  professional,  and  trading  concerns. 

3.  The  Corporation  have  referred  this  matter  to  their  Local 
Government  and  Taxation  Committee,  who  have  delegated  to 
their  Chairman,  William  Lawley,  Esq.,  and  to  Benjamin 
Scott,  Esq.,  the  Chamberlain,  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
enumeration,  and  they  have  appointed  me  as  Agent  for  the 
practical  carrying  out  of  the  work.  I  shall  be  obliged  by  your 
careful  attention  to  these  Instructions,  and  shall  be  prepared  to 
furnish  any  further  explanations  which  you  may  require. 
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4.  The  "Day-Census"  is  intended  to  comprise  EVERY 
PERSON,  male  or  female,  of  all  ages,  residing,  engaged,  occu- 
pied, or  employed  in  each  and  every  house,  warehouse,  shop, 
manufactory,  workshop,  counting-house,  office,  chambers,  stable, 
wharf,  &c.,  &c.,  and  to  include  ALL  persons  of  both  sexes  and 
all  ages,  on  the  premises  DURING  THE  WORKING  HOURS 
OF  THE  DAY,  whether  they  sleep  or  do  not  sleej)  there,  viz., 
principals,  agents,  managers,  clerks,  town  and  country  travellers, 
shopmen,  shopwomen,  reporters,  compositors,  pressmen,  messen. 
gers,  porters,  carmen,  workmen,  workwomen,  labourers,  appren- 
tices, errand  boys,  servants,  &c.,  &c.,  indeed  everybody  residing 
in,  belonging  to,  or  employed  in  the  establishment.  As  the 
Imperial  Census  gathers  every  person  on  the  premises  (hiring  the 
night,  it  is  the  object  of  this  Census  to  enumerate  ever//  person, 
male  and  female,  young  and  old,  upon  the  premises  (hiring  the  day. 

5.  The  word  "  occupier  "  is  to  be  understood  to  mean  the  person 
or  persons  occupying  either  a  ichole  house,  building,  or  tenement, 
or  any  part  or  portion  thereof. 

6.  In  order  to  accomj^lish  this  enumeration,  the  co-operation 
of  the  Ward  Clerk  of  each  Ward  of  the  City  has  in  most 
instances  been  obtained,  who  will  employ  the  rate  collectors, 
or  such  persons  as  he  may  think  best  siiited  to  act  as 
Enumerators. 

7.  It  is  suggested  that  a  skeleton  "  Enumeration  Book " 
should  be  prepared  from  the  Police  or  Poor  Rate  Books, 
divided  in  Districts,  so  that  no  house  may  be  omitted  by  the 
Enumerator  in  his  rounds,  or,  if  the  Ward  Clerk  prefers  it,  the 
name  and  addi'ess  of  each  occupier  can  be  inserted  on  the  street 
slips.  It  is  considered  desirable  that  no  one  Enumerator  shouhl 
have  more  than  three  hundred  calls  to  make. 
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8.  For  the  use  of  the  Ennmerators,  street  slips  have  been 
prepared  in  which  they  can  record  in  the  proper  column  the 
information  required,  the  first  column  to  contain  the  name, 
address,  profession,  or  trade  of  the  occupier  ;  the  second,  total 
number  of  adult  males ;  the  third,  total  number  of  adult 
females;  the  fourth,  total  number  of  children  under  15  years  of 
age  of  either  sex.  This  information  it  is  believed  can  be 
obtained  in  the  great  majority  of  instances  by  personal  inquiry 
from  the  occupiers,  or  from  their  employes. 

9.  In  the  event  of  the  Enumerator  not  being  able  to  obtain 
the  information  at  once,  he  must  detach  the  form  from  its 
counterfoil  and  leave  it  with  the  occupier,  making  an  entry  of 
his  name,  the  number  of  the  street,  and  the  day  on  which  the 
form  is  left  on  the  said  counterfoil,  at  the  same  time  arranging, 
if  possible,  when  lie  will  call  for  the  return. 

10.  When  a  form  is  loft  with  the  occupier  to  fill  up,  one  of 
the  notices  to  occupiers,  signed  by  Messrs.  Lawley  and  Scott, 
must  be  left  at  the  same  time. 

11.  Whore  a  house  or  building  is  situate  in  two  or  more 
Wards,  care  will  be  required  to  prevent  a  double  return.  If 
convenient,  a  return  may  be  made  for  such  portion  as  is  in  each 
Ward,  or  the  return  for  the  whole  may  be  made  by  the  Ward 
in  which  the  larger  portion  is  situate.  This,  however,  must  be 
left  for  arrangement  between  the  respective  Ward  Clerks. 

12.  When  an  Enumerator  finds  a  house,  building,  or  part 
thereof,  entirely  empty,  he  will  insert  the  number  and  name 
of  the  street  on  one  of  the  slip  forms,  writing  the  words 
"  Empty  House."  If  he  finds  a  house  or  building  in  course  of 
erection,  he  will  obtain  from  tlie  foreman  in  charge  the  number 
of  men  employed  thereon,  and  will  enumerate  the  same, 
notifying  the  fact  ihat  it  is  in  course  of  building. 
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13.  As  the  information  required  is  of  a  comparatively  fixed 
and  permanent  nature,  it  is  not  necessary  that  it  should  be 
completed  on  any  one  particular  day  (to  do  so  would  involve  the 
employment  of  a  much  larger  staff  of  Enumerators),  but  it  is 
desirable  that  it  should  not  be  spread  over  a  too  lengthened 
period ;  it  is,-  therefore,  arranged  that  the  enumeration  be 
commenced  on  Monday,  the  25th,  and  be  completed  not 
later  than  Friday,  the  29th  of  April.  The  posting  of  the 
information  may  follow  on  the  Enumeration  Sheets  sent 
herewith,  as  nearly  in  street  or  topographical  order  as  can 
be  done. 

14.  There  will,  of  course,  be  some  peculiar  and  exceptional 
cases,  upon  which  it  will  be  advisable  for  the  Enumerator  to  act 
according  to  his  judgment  in  obtaining  all  the  information  in 
his  power,  and  to  make  a  special  report  thereof. 

15.  These  special  reports  will  have  to  be  afterwards  deter- 
mined upon  according  to  their  nature. 

16.  As  this  enumeration  is  not  compulsory,  but  voluntary, 
it  will  be  desirable  that  you  impress  upon  the  Enumerators  the 
importance  of  a  courteous  and  considerate  bearing  towards  all 
with  whom  they  come  in  contact. 

17.  The  detail  and  particulars  of  this  information  ^vill  be 
treated  as  confidential,  and  will  not  be  made  public. 

18.  Such  of  the  places  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  annexed 
hereto  as  are  in  your  Ward  are  to  be  omitted  for  special  reasons, 
and  need  not  to  be  enumerated  by  you.
